® ‘A labor leader should be endorsing pro- 
gressive candidates for Congress as a matter 
of course.

We have not changed. We con- 
tinue to defend these main prin- 
ciples of democracy. The letter of 
the General Secretary of our 
Party to the Mundo Obrero and 
thus to all our comrades and all 
anti-fascists, is the public con- 
firmation, from a reliable source, 
of the position taken up by our 
Party. 


In face of unjust attacks we. 


have given assurances that we 
are fighting in Spain, neither for 
Anarchist Communism, nor for 
@ Socialist Government, nor for 
the dictatorship of the proleta- 
riat. We emphasize that we are 
fighting for a democratic and 
parliamentary Republic, with 
deep foundations of social justice 
and progress. 

It is clear that this must not 
be understood as those people 
understand it who believe that

Do we enjoy conditions in 
which we could organize, develop 
and consolidate the “revolution” 
of which certain people speak? 
Only a dreamer or an academic 
theory-monger could answer this 
question in the affirmative. 


Spain; which is isolated, and 
which the democratic Govern- 
ments have left to its fate, 
ranged against Germany and 
Italy which are resolved on war, 
in the background Europe, ter- 
rorized by the aggressor States, 
includes within its bounds great 
political strata of the most varied 
tendencies. Of these strata, each 
one logically defends its own ide- 
ology. ‘A country which still has 
to get rid of the ballast of feudal 
tyranny, can carry out only one 
revolution—the democratic revo- 
lution which has not yet been 
achieved. And this means a great 
step forward, not only in com- 
parison with Spain of 1920, but 
also with the Republic of April, 
1931, whose timid laws and pol- 
icy encouraged the development 
and growth of reactionary and 
fascist forces. 

And the document of the Gov- 
ernment, the above-mentioned 
thirteen points, which so serious- 
ly disturbed certain people who 
hoped to fish in troubled waters, 
but was accepted unanimously “by 
our whole people — Anarchists, 
Communists, Socialists and Re- 
publicans—these thirteen points 
represent the minimum pro- 
gramme of the democratic revo- 
lution, which is our aim, and the 


aim of all anti-fascist forces. The 


thirteen points are a programme 
of war and victory. This does not 


mean that we, or anyone else, . 


need give up our ideals. 


THE GREATEST BATTLE 
AGAINST FASCISM 


Today the most urgent revolu- 
tionary task is that of winning 
the war. For in the international

gram of the thirteen points “will 


win the war for us, but lose the 
revolution.” This makes us smile, 
for we know the “revolution” of 
which these people dream.

That 
of the people who imagine that 
the technical leaders of industry, 
the doctors, the skilled workers, 
the teachers, the military leaders 
would all be subjected to the 
misery of levelled out wages? 


A FUTURE OF PEACE 


We have a strong feeling that it: 
is the truth. We shall lose this 


“revolution,” if there is anyone 


bold enough to call it a revolu- 
tion! (laughter). 

Instead of this, however, fhe 
peasants throughout the whole of 
Spain—I say the whole of Spain, 
and not only that part of Spain 
which is in our possession to-day 
—will own the soil which the de- 
cree of the Ministry of Agriculture 
on October 7, 1936, gave over to 
them, so that they might work it 
as they thought fit. 

We shall guard, preserve and 
consolidate the economic gains of 
the workers, such as the forty- 
hour week, the right to control the 
management of industry, and to 
take part in it. We shall retain 
in the hands of the State the key 
industries which are of basic nec- 
essity for the life of the country. 
We shall have a People’s Army in 
the service of democracy and of 
the Republic, not a caste army 
like the one which died on July 
18. We shall give life to a free 
and democratic Spain. We shall 
create the necessary conditions for 
the further development of the 
Republic to more _ progressive 
forms. 

We shall have the tnstitutes of 
education and the universities, 
which will be thrown wide open to 
the masses of the people; our 
women will emerge from the 
slavery and retirement of the 
household to which they have 
been condemned by the heritage 
of the Arabs and by the traditions 
of Christian mysticism; they will 
be transformed into citizens who 
will learn to work in factories 
and workshops, in educatoional 
institutes, in laboratories, side by 
side with men, with the same 
duties and the same rights. 

We shall open the windows of 
Spain to a future of peace and 
work, of freedom and progress. 

There are people who whisper 
that the thirteen points are a pro- 
gram of retrogression, because 
they proclaim respect for legally 
obtained property and the proper- 
ty of foreigners; this, according to 
such people, is an attack on the 
regime of collective undertakings 
which exists throughout a large 
part of our country to-day. But 
these malcontents forget that al- 
though many collective farms 
have been forcibly established in 
the rural districts, collectivization 
Was a necessity in industry, which 


-was forced on the workers by the 


capitalists, who left all their un- 
dertakings in the lurch, and be- 
cause at that time the Govern- 
ment was not sufficiently strong 
to take into its own hands, organ- 


ize and direct, all this national — 


wealth which had been aban- 
doned. 

The Spanish proletariat gave 
proof of a wonderful spirit of ini- 
tiative and organization when it 
took the factories ,into its hands 
and made them function. 


the program of the Republic, that 
is of the regime and the Govern- 
ment which the Spanish people 
has freely given itself. They are 
at the same time the program of 
our national independence. 


For this reason the thirteen 
points are also the program of 
the working class, since our work- 
ing Class is idéologically and polit- 
ically sufficiently developed to un- 
derstand that to-day it is fulfiling 
its progressive and revolutionary 
task by placing itself at the head 
of all other social classes, in the 
struggle for the independenee of 
the country. In this way the 
Spanish people opens for itself the 
road to all social progress, the 
road to the future.

* BERLIN.—A knock-down and drag-out | 
battle centering around General Werner von | 
Fritsch, ousted Reichswehr commander-in- , 
chief, is still being waged behind the scenes ' 


of Nazi political life. On one side there is 
Heinrich Himmler,\ Gestapo chieftain, who is fighting 
Fritsch with every weapon at his disposal. On the 
other side is General Wilhelm von Keitel, Commander 
of the Reich Armed Forces, and a number of other 
generals, who are demanding Fritsch’s return to the 
Army. Fritsch and War Minister Werner von Blom- 
berg were the outstanding victims of the Feb. 4 over- 
hauling of the Reichswehr by Adolf Hitler. 

At a conference at Berchtesgaden on May 21, Hit- 
ler decided to concede somewhat to the generals by 
rehabilitating Fritsch. This was\followed by the ap- 
pointment of Fritsch to a military post. But Fritsch 
refused to come out of his forced\ retirement unless 
political conditions were accepted which were in line 
with his position of before Feb. 4.

The German military mission to OChina sent @ 
cablegram of solidarity to Fritsch, but Himmler in- 
tercepted it and prevented Hitler from receiving it. 
Himmler also brought before Hitler the dossier of 
Fritsch, containing proof of his connection with Gen- 


eral Hammerstein, ousted in 1934. Alfred Rosenberg, . 


the Nazi ideologue, was called in by Hitler to give his 
advice. He advised rapid. advancement of the young 
Nazi clique of upstart officers in order to put pressure 


on the “political” officers, who were split into two 


camps by the Fritsch question. \ 

The significance of this struggle around Fritsch 
is not in the person of the former Colonel-General, 
but rather the struggle about the tempo of war prepara- 
tions is reflected in the struggle around him. Those 
who are for Fritsch thereby are demonstrating their 
opposition to the blind course of Goering, who is piac- 
ing Germany in danger of fighting a multiple-front 
war (Mehrfrontkrieg). 

Since this question has become a center of discus- 
sion within the officers’ corps, it has placed new strain 
on the relationship between the Reichswehr and the 
Nazi Party. Evidently the purpose of the recent 
speeches of Rudolf Hess and Goebbels at Koenigsberg, 
proclaiming the equal value of the army and the Naz# 
Party, was intended to relieve this tension.

Adamic’s Plea for a 
Reactionary America 


“MY AMERICA,” 
Harpers. $3.75.

The latest addition to the field of 
| pseudo “labor experts” is Louis 
Adamic, who leaps to the fore- 
front with “My America.” Although 
the book is a hodge-podge of 
Adamic’s experiences, mysticism, 
likes and dislikes (which range 
from adoration of Ben Stolberg 
and Sinclair Lewis to scorn of Gran- 
ville Hicks and Robert Forsythe) 
and his search for a “Philosophy,” | 
‘it is his writings on the C.1.0. and 
‘the Communist Party that will de- 
light enemies of the working class. 


Although he discusses the history 
, and development of the labor move- 
/ment for the past twenty years; he | 
‘omits entirely the T. U. U. L. and 
the vital part it played in building 
industrial unionism in this coun- 
try. Instead, he’ declares, in connec- 
tion with the struggles of the work- 
ers during the N. R. A.: 


“For two or three years, aided 
by the Communists (my emphasis,”) 
| the A. F. of L. was extremely suc- 
cessful in this gigantic sabotage of 
'a potential mass movement.” 


This is what his puny mind 
sees when it looks at the tremen- 
dous struggle the Party led in and 
out of the A. FP. of L. to organize 
the millions of unorganized workers 
into real trade unions instead of 
the company unions that were be- 
ing formed by the hundreds at that 
time. 


Adamic also repeats the same lies 
that his pals Stolberg and Edward 
Levinson have just about done to 
death. The one, for instance, that 
blames the Communists for the un-. 
authorized sitdown strikes in the 
auto industry last year and the 
early part of this year. Also the 
one about the Communists’ not sup- 
porting the CIO until 1936.

“BUT”, he says, (and he puts it 


just. that way), “Bridges persecutes 
the Trotzkyites, he neglects im- 
portant union matters, such democ- 
racy as he promulgates in his long- 
shore unions in scarcely embryonic.” 
And, horror of horror, “his inspira- 
tion has come from Marxism, Leni- 
nism, Stalinism” and you can’t 
possibly be a good labor leader and 
a Communist at the same time. Mr. 
Adamic never spoke to any mem- 
bers of the Fur Workers or Paint- 
ers unions or he’d know differently. 
It -isin—this-chapter,—aiso,.that/ 
Adamic expresses part of his “pro- 
gram” for America: 


“What is needed, is less class 
consciousness and class war, and 
more social consciousness and social 
action.” 


When we read his plea for the 
“Industrialists, financiers [who] 
simultaneously are and are not fas- 
cist minded, [my emphasis—L. L.] 
and are more or less confused and 
MISERABLE, as Americans, as em- 
ployers, as human beings,” we can 
see (as we fight to hold back the 
tears) what he means by “social 
consciousness.” 

In the last chapter, Adamic leis 
a friend of his, Ross Willis (Willis 
also wrote the chapter on Holly- 
wood, as vicious an attack on the 
progressives and Communists .as 
Adamic himself could have done) 
run wild with almost maniacal 
ravings. against collective security. 
Spain, China, (“of course I want 
them to win”) an@ every progres- 
sive issue on which the majority of 
the people are united. 

An indication of how good a 
prophet Adamic is can be seen from 
the following: 

In 1934, Adamic tells a friend 
that the Communists will be of no 
serious consequence in the long run. 
In 1934, the Communist Party had 
25,000 members. 

In 1937, Adamic tells his “soul- 
mate” Stolberg that the Commu- 
nists are doomed to peter out. 

In 1937 the Communist Party had 
50,000 members. 

In 1938 Adamic says that in the 
C. I. O. and the labor movement 
generally the Communists will not 
be very important. ae

Irrepressible Oscar Vitt came to 
town yesterday with his Cleveland | 
Indians ‘and, instead of moaning 
about the Yankees being on top, 
sang a song of praise for a little 
known rookie on his ball club. 

While Johnny Allen and Bob 
Feller, the two aces of the Cleveland 
staff, have won only one game each 
this month, blond, clean cut John- 
ny Humphries from Clifton Forge, 
Va., has stepped into the breach to 
keep the tribe’s mound corps from 
crumbling to pieces. Last time Al- 
len won a game was July 3. Feller 
has won only one game since June 
27 and Humphries had to save that 
one for him. 

“The man of the hour on my 
ball club is definitely Humphries,” 
said Vitt. “He’s been a life saver 
to the club for the last month. 
Our pitching has been terrible 
and we had to have a man we 
could rush in there in a jam and 
get us out of it. Even though 
Humphries is a rookie playing his 
second year of organized base- 
ball he wanted the/job and I gave 
it to him. Say, that kid really 
has the nerve. He doesn’t care 
what the score or the situation is. 
He’s ready to go. I don’t believe 
I've ever seen any youngster as 
cool under fire as he is.” 


and saved five others this season | 
while losing only twice. Gordon ! 
Cobbledick, Cleveland Plain-Dealer 
scribe, traveling with the Indians, 
estimates that if it hadn't been for 
Humphries the Indians would have 
“lost eight or nine of those games 
Humphries has figured in.” 

Humphries’ main asset is his fast , 
ball, although he fanned Bob John- 
son, Athletics’ slugger, with a curve 
in a tight spot yesterday. 

“Some of the better hitters tell 
me that Humphries has as much 
stuff on his fast ball as Feller 
does,” said Vitt. “Il know when 
Humphries is right he has plenty‘ 
on the ball.” 


The sudden arrival of Humphries 


‘was a big surprise to the Cleveland 
officials who felt that he was too 
green to help the club much this 
| Season. He played at the Universi- 
‘ty of North Carolina for two years 
and then made his professional de- 
but with the New Orleans South- | 
| ern Association club last season. He 
won 20 games and lost 7 to lead | 
‘the league. The Indians brought | 
him up for the first lookover and 
'what he’s shown them has been a 
revelation.

that he wants to work,” said Vitt. 
“And any player on this club 
who’s looking for work can get 
it. Lord knows we are not over- 
burdened with that type of play- 
er either.” 

Vitt pointed out that he had 
Humphries finish the last two 


games for the Indians in Phila- 
'delphia Saturday and Sunday. He 
was the fourth pitcher on the scene 
Saturday, allowing only one hit in 
32-3 innings to head off the A’s as 
_Cleveland won, 9-8. Then Sunday 
he relieved Feller, and allowed only 
two hits in two innings as he saved 
the game. 

The 22-year-old Humphries, un- 
like many rookies, does not object 
to the relief role thrust upon him. 
Rather he relishes the job and 
sometimes Vitt has to restrain him 
from getting ready to relieve a fal- 
tering hurler. 

“I plan to keep on using Hum- 

phries as a relief man this sea- 
| son,” said Vitt, “because he’s too 

valuable to us in that role to try 
| to make a starter out of him. But 

next year I hope to break him in 

as a regular starter and from 
| what he’s shown me in half 
season I fully expect him to prove 
| just as successful as a starter as 
| he has as a relief man.”
